Please amend the first paragraph of Page 18 of the Specification as follows: 

In the preferred embodiment, pinion gear 45 and gears 40, 41, 42, 43, and 44, 
are all constructed for being rotationally driven in a cooperating manner, with the 
rotational directions and gear ratio provided thereby specifically constructed to control 
the axial movement rate of shaft/cable 24 relative to the rotation rate being delivered to 
flexible shaft 24 through manifold assembly 35. As a result, the precisely desired ratio 
for the rotation of flexible shaft 24 and brush 25 relative to the longitudinal movement 
of flexible shaft 24 through each tube/conduit is precisely controlled as detailed above, 
with a 2:1 ration ratio has been optimum.
